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TOWN WARRANT 
THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Lempster, in the County 
of Sullivan, in said State, qualified to vote in town 
affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town House, in said 
Lempster, on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, at 
ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects : 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year en- 
suing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation for same. 


3. To see if the town will vote to accept state aid for 
construction of highways, and raise money therefor. 


4. To see how much money the town will raise to main- 
tain the trunk line and state aid roads. 


). To'see if the town will vote to allow the selectmen to 
deliver blank inventories at the time they appraise the 
property for taxation. 


6. To see what sum of money the town will raise for the 
prevention of the white pine blister rust. 


7. To see how much money the town will raise or appro- 
priate for Memorial Day and Old Home Day. 

8. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for the Library. 

9. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road 
leading from the state road across Lewis Nerbone’s field, 
to the road that leads by Mr. Wirkkalas’, or take any action 
thereon. 
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10. To see what the town will pay for labor on the high- 
ways. 


11. To see if the selectmen or road agents shall have 
charge of the roads during the winter. 


12. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for participation in the Centennial 
Celebration of Sullivan County, authorize the selectmen to 
pay the same to the treasurer of the County Committee, and 
pass any vote in relation thereto. 


13. To see if the town will vote to buy a tractor, or snow 
plow, for use on the highways, and appropriate or raise 
money therefor. 

14. To see if the town will raise or appropriate money 
to repair the Library. 


15. To see if the town will vote to have the minutes of 
the meeting read at the close of the session. 


16. To see if the town will elect the police by ballot. 


17. ‘To see in what way the town will vote to break the 
roads in winter. 


18. To see if the town will vote to reinsure the Town 
Hall and Union Hall. 


19. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


20. To see if the town will vote to buy a safe, and raise 
money therefor. 


21. ‘To see what action and sum of money the town will 
raise or appropriate to have a doctor locate in Lempster. 


22. To see if the town will vote to have the state aid 
construction work done in the spring instead of in the fall. 


25. To see what sum of money the town will raise, if 
any, and appropriate to fix the outside steps at Union Hall. 
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24. To see if the town will vote to authorize the janitor, 
on the application of any person or persons, for the use of 
the hall, to collect at the time of application for hall, the 
full rent for the period hired. Providing that this article 
shall not conflict with a previous vote giving schools, 
oranges, churches, ete., the free use of halls, but shall apply 
to all persons renting same for financial gain or profit. 

25. To see if the town will take any action in regard to 
building a shed to house the road roller, and make appro- 
priation for same. 

26. To see if the town will vote to buy the hay seales, 
now owned by Mr. Edmond, if he decides to sell them, and 
appropriate or raise money therefor. 

27. To see if the town will vote to change the voting 
place from East Lempster, to Lempster Street. 

28. To see if the town will vote to finish the state aid 
road to the Unity line and raise money for same. 

29. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the members of the Lempster School Board: 


I submit herewith my second report as superintendent of 
your schoois. 

The three year program of remodelling the schools of 
Lempster is completed. All three schools are now pleasant 
places in which to live and work. ‘The people of the town 
may feel a just pride in them. Any who have not visited 
them are invited to do so at their convenience. Now that 
the schools themselves are in such fine condition it would 
be well to beautify the grounds about them. The Hast 
Lempster schoolhouse is seen by thousands of people each 
year. As an advertisement for the town itself, it is of great 
importance. If its grounds could be graded, with perhaps 
a flower garden or shubbery in evidenee, its value for this 
purpose would be much increased. The pupils themselves 
should be able to do a great deal of this work. 

The jacketing of the stove in the East school, together 
with its simple ventilating system, makes the room warm 
and keeps the air fresh at all times. It is one of the most 
comiortabie buildings with which I am acquainted. The 
same system, if installed in the other schools should produce 
the same beneficial results. 


Lempster has once more been fortunate in retaining the 
services of Miss Emerson at Cragin school. Her work is 
commended, not only by local, but by state officials. The 
cadet system at East Lempster has been abandoned. There 
is now a normal graduate in charge the entire year. The 
quality of the work done by the present teacher proves that 
the employing of normal graduates pays. At the Street 
school Miss Benway has so improved the work that the pu- 
pils are well above standard at this time. The superin- 
tendent wishes to commend her work. 
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Comparison of the Lempster schools with those of similar 
communities proves the superiority of Lempster in the sub- 
jects of most vital worth — Reading and Arithmetic. The 
superintendent pledges his best efforts to keep the schools 
at their present high standard. 

For the complete support of the school board, for their 
kindly guidance in the duties of the office of superinten- 
dent, I wish to express my deepest appreciation.
